New guidelines for local authorities 
on redundancies in colleges and 
departments uf education may lead 
to a running battle fn tribunals and 
the courts, the National Association 
for Teachers in Further and Higher 
Education warned this deck. 

A report booh to be distributed 
by the. Locul Authorities' Conditions 
oi Service Advisory Board gives u 
detailed interpretation of tho so- 
called Ci’onibiu Code on redundancy 
procedures In the colleges. Advice 
is given on a number of delicate 
issues which have already been con- 
tested in the courts. 

But NATFHE cl u inis that a joint 
approach should have been made 
In areas where agreement could be 
reached in order to cut down the 
costly and time-consuming process 
of establishing detailed case law. 
With rite bulk of the redundancies 
caused by cuts in tencher training 
still to come, the union Foresees a 
succession of compensation cases if 
the guidelines arc rigidly applied. 

NATPHE is now drafting its own 
udvicc for members and hopes to. 
publish a document in October- The 
union's criticisms were made known 
to LACSAB before tho guidelines 
were finally drafted, but no agree- 
ment could be reached on a joint 
commentary.

Miss Juan Uncock, N ATT HP's 
assistant secretary for higher udu- 
ciitlun, said union negotiators hud 
been assured thur the regulations, 
drawn up lit 1975, would J»o inter- 
preted liberally on this and other 
pninrs. The sciitu of redundancies 
which uro now imminent, wits not 
envisaged at the time and these 
jssuranecs were not being hon- 
oured, she said. 

NATFIlli members were winning 
Iwn-tlilrda of the cases brought to 
tribunals, Miss Bocnck added, but 
discussion, rather than recourse ro 
the legal .system could stem rlio 
flow of cases. There were parts of 
the code which were unclear but 
agreement, ought: to be possible oil 
questions such as where redundan- 
cies were ” attributable to a direc- 
tion from tho Secretary nf State". 

“We uccept that LACSAB is ful- 
filling its obligations as an advisor 
to manage muni, but t here ere surely 
areas where it would bo more sen- 
sible’ to talk than to Jay down a 
rigid interpretation, Jf the regula- 
tions are treated hi this way, we 
aru lu infill that we mav well find 
ourselves in considerable conflict in 
the next few years ", she said.

Study warns of threat to research

Short-term improvement in teaching 
efficiency can only be achieved at 
the cost of a reduction in resea rdi 
and to the detriment of the long- 
term effectiveness of the higher 
education system. 

This is thu view expressed by 
authors of u research project on 
"The Development of Performance 
Indicators foe the Teaching Func- 
tion ” in their response to the Gov- 
ernment's “Higher Education into 
the 1990s " discussion document. 

The authors. Professor John Sizer 
and John Calvert of I.miRhhnrouj>li 
University, and Mr peiek Birch nf 
the Further Eilurmiim Stuff Cnl- 
Icgu, Cm unlit: l.iuly.L', their 

deductions on results of rcseurcli at 
Loughborotigli University and L«n- 
Chester Polytechnic. This indlcutcd 
that there was scope for reducing 
higher education cost per student 
by improved use of resources with- 
out sign if icon l ly reducing tho 


quality of educational provision.

However, both the imuk menta- 
tion nf chiiiiv.L-'- .'Ud i vnl-siivIi effort 
would be ut sluke if short lenu 
cost efficiency u*<u adopted, with 
senior academics and lecturers 
h living to cope with pressures of 
higher student numbers and lower 
provision per full time equivalent 
student. 


But iF the Department of Educa- 
tion and Science decided that there 
was no other option than short term 
cost efficiency, then it should seri- 
ously consider appointing high qual- 
ity managers mien and as the 
opportunity arose. These would be 
neoule who could not only see their 
Institutions tl trough the short term 
“hump' 1 hut were able to motivate 
their staff to recognize the needs 
for long term changes. 

To support them it would be 
necessary to develop an appropriate 
" incentive .structure " which would 
facilitate and not inhibit changes, 
such 0 s more resources for stuff re- 
training and development ns well 
as protected salaries. 

The authors also question the wis- 
dom nf telling higher uthw.iliou iu- 
siiimiiitis cope with an increasing 
iiiiinhci' of students mid falling pro- 
vision per FTE, without knowing 
how they allocate their resource*, 
and therefore had no evidence (hut 
their actual use hud improved. Thuy 
suggest tluu rcseurcli should be 
undertaken in tills area.

In an unttsunl attempt to meet 
those threats, Matt Thomas has 
been conducting self-defence 
classes for moi-u than 1,000 college 
coeds. Tie has taught at Harvard, 
Wellesley, Rudcliffe and now at 
Stanford. 

Thomas tenches his students to 
assault hint. A seven-stone woman 
can knock out a man twice her size 
if she liirs him in the temple, 
Lliruat, groin or knee. Before they 
arc finished, they will have 
assaulted Thomas at least 50 times, 

“Failing a chemistry course may 
be traumatic, bur no where nearly 
ns much ns failing a self-defence 
course on the street’*, Thomas 
says. 


Adopted from a Jjpane.se 
orphanage hy an Aituii'icuu uuyaI 
family when he was five, Thnmu.s 
began fighting early. “ We moved 
nil over the country. Each time I 
staned o new .school, the youngs- 
ters would call me a Jap. I had to 
fight and I had to win ”, he recalls. 

Today Thomas has mustered 14 
of the martial arts. He ImhU a 
black belt in judo and kuracc. 

He began helping women to learn 
how to fight after his girlfriend at 
Harvard was raped und beaten. 
Then he offered his services to 
Hivrvurd Medical School, At first, 
lie asked students to make u depo- 
sit af $20. It they finished the 
clAss, he would return the money. 
Otherwise he kept it for making 
him waste time. Today he teaches 
without pay at S can ford. In return, 
his students tench him a skill such 
as skiing or pottery that he does 
not already know. 

When lie conducts his class, 
Thomas wears protective gear in- 
cluding a bullet proof vest, knee 
guards, and u hcuvily padded mask 
to protect his neck and throat. 

Although he was forced to leave 
grade school for fighting, Thomas 
holds a biology degree from Stan- 
ford. From Stanford he went to 
medical school at limvard but ho 
became disillusioned with the pro- 
gramme's academic emphasis and 
left ro work with juvenile gangs. 
Now lie is a stockbroker. 

"Women's first reactions to 
being mugged are always fear and 
terror. I took Thomas’s class 
because T hud alwnys led such a 
protected life”, said Lisn Stein- 
Kiunp, a Stanford freshman. “Now 
I hnve built up my own confi- 
dence.” 

Perhaps Thomas’s greatest suc- 
cess lies in the fact that 20 of his 
wonicu graduates have been able to 
avoid potentially dangerous situa- 
tions. 

One woman was followed home 
by a mugger. Instead of going to 
her own home, she broke the win-

dow of a belligerent neighbour, 
just as her attacker rushed her. 
When the neighbour emerged the 
man fled. 

Another woman was returning 
from a party 'when she was 
grabbed from the rear, dropped 
into a doorway and slammed 
agonist a wail. As her assailant 
started to talk to her, she used an 
open hand striko to the throat. 
When the police arrived he was 
still unconscious. 

Thomas himself would rather 
nvoid a fight whenever possible. 
"If you can deter a fight uy mak- 
ing u joke or using any other psy- 
chological ploy, tin U”, lie advises.

Lecturer Artliui* Muycr is the per- 
sonification of his subject — the his- 
tory of film. Mr Mayor has exhi- 
bited, distributed, produced, nnd 
promoted films for most of his 
life; now he is passing on what 
be knows to students soma 70 years 
Ills junior. 

His fasciiintiou with moving pic- 
tures begnn on April 23, 1896, when 
he saw Sir Edisnn's Kinctoscopc at 
Kastor and Bial’s Music Hall in 
Herald Square, New York. Arthur 
Mayer was 10 at the time. He is 
now 92. In that 82 years, he claims 
to .have soeu more than 25,000 films. 

Mr Mayer is probably America’s 
oldest college lecturer, certainly it 
is doubtful, whether anyone else- 
maintains his peripatetic habits. 

Autumn and winter are spent on 
the milder West Coast, first at the 
University nf Southern California in 
Los Angulus and then at Stanford 
University, south nf San Francisco. 
In spring, Mr Mayer is at Dartmouth 
College, New Hampshire. 

Mr Mayer and his wife, Lillie, 
aged 88, nave been following this 
cycle for fjvc years. Mrs Mayer 
audits courses, normally literature, 
at each campus they visit. In sum- 
l iner, the self-proclaimed gypsies 
arc " home ” in New York, 

Mr Mayer has been dubbed the 
Homer of Hollywood by his stu- 
dents who nro intrigued by a men- 
tor who can weave into his lec- 
tures an endless supply_ of peraonal 
anecdotes. When he is on form, 
his lectures are performances. After 
so long behind the scenes lie now 
has a chance to act. His classes of 
up to 250 students arc always among 
the first filled at enrolment. 

Arthur Mayer worked for Samuel 
Goldwyn and Adolph Zukor. He 
began with Goldwyn in 1916 renting 
movies out to nickelodeon houses, 
and later be was given the unenvi- 
able, and occasionally hazardous.

task of auditing the books of film 
exhibitors: at one stage he barely 
escaped unharmed from Chicago 
when ha discovered that the local 
exhibitor was in cahoots with A1 
Capone. 

These days Mr Mayer onjoys 
spicing his lectures with “Goldwyn- 
isms”: Goldwyn’s retort to an ex- 
hibitor, "A verbal contract isn't 
worth the paper it’s wriuon ou ", 
remains a favourite. 

At Zukor’s Paramount, Arthur 
Mayer became a publicist, and few 
could match hia mventlvoness and 
gall. Ho , lost his job when he 
refused to retrain 50 parrots to say 
“I'm uo angel”, . 
idea of shipping .the Birds to movie 
house foyers across tho country, he 
had already taught them to squawk 
the original name of Mae West’s 
film, It Ain’t No Sin. a title Mr 
Zukor decided had to be changed 
for fear of offending the powerful 
Logiou of Decoucy. 

Mr . Mayer also leased and 
managed theatres. He was known as 
die Merchant of Menace hi Now 
York for successfully promoting 
horror movies in die 1930s. Dur- 
ing the war he was film consultant 
to the Secretary of the Army and 
after the war, he helped » re- 
establish the German flint industry. 

Beginning in 1935, but reaching 
a peak in the immediate postwar 
years, Mr Mayer and a partner 


introduced the work of European 
film makers, including Rossellini. 
Do Sica, Renoir, Fellini, and 
Bunuei, to United States audiences. 

Mayer smuggled Rossellini’s 
Paisan and Open Citp out of Italy 
In a diplomatic pouch. One Swiss 
film dealing with somewhat risque 
oiul novel sexual deviations arrived 
in the United States without the 


third and fourth reels. Tho film 
was shown anyway and attracted 
unanimously favourablo reviews, 
ono of which noted “the foreign 
flare for significant omission”. 

- Mr Mayer, a 1907 Harvard grad- 
uate ill art History, started bis lec- 
turing career at the age of 77. It 
began by accldent—in 1962. 
Braudels University in Massa- 
chusetts tiled. to Interest. him in the 
university on • the assumption, 
according to Mr Moyer, that he was 
Louis B. Mayer of MGM. and a 
potential benefactor. 1 

Being mistaken for L. B. Moyer 
has . occurred inahy..-; time*: ; The ■ 

. American' 1 ’envoy to the Vatican 
arranged a private audience with 
the Pope who was concerned about 
excessive sex and violence in 
American films. Arthur tydayer 
sodn realized the mistake in 
identity but had no Intention of 
saying: "'Yon’re in error, your 
Holiness ”. 

His courses are not regarded aa 
pushovers, At USC.hls students are 
In a professional school and many 
or them are bound for careers in 
film industry management. At 
Dartmouth and Stanford his courses 
arc part of the liberal arts offering. 

A course with Mr Mayer involves 
almost as much time at his tempor- 
ary campus home as it does In the 
classroom. But at, times his age 
gets In the way. In classroom dis- 
cussions, some students have “ too 
much damned respect For me", lie 
complains. 

“ They don’t argue with me. After 
a lifetime in the mqtion picture 
Industry, I’m not accustomed to 
excessive courtesy." Mr Mayer adds 
that lie preferred the fire and spark 
of the 19003 student generation to 
their more serious descendants. 


He worries about the decline in 
stnucfourds of communication, "I 
would Kay that seven to eight per 
cent write well", Mr Mayer com- 
ments. "They have something to 
say end say it well. It’s shocking 
how niuny don’t know how to ex- 
press themselves either in writing 
ov speaking." 

Underneath the storytelling,, Mr 
Moyer's message to his -students is 
the importance of understanding-cho 
commercial nature of the film indus- 
try, especially the way deals are 
jnadq pnd the way films are adver- 
tised qnd distributed. Making money 
comes first, he says, the possibility 
of making- a work of art comes later. 

About 50 per cent of his students 
these days are women. But he says 
it’s going to be a long and tortuous 
path for them to become established 
belund the camera. 

His fellow faculty regard him witli 
"awe and envy", according to Pro- 
fessor Henry Breitrose, chairman of 
the department of communication 
at Stanford. 

* It’s as though we had Gutenberg 
lecturing to -us on the development 
of moveable type. Aitliur bos not 
only lived through, and observed tiie 
history of moving pictures, but he 
has tho Intellectual ability to stand 
back and make linkages between 
film and society." 

1 Arthur Mayer 5s disappointed tint 
he has to rely more and more on 
reading Lecture notes; the uames and 
titles don’t come so readily to mind 
these days. 

• He has one regret; he wrote his 
tivo books on the film industry — 
Merely Colossal and The Movies (co- 
authored with Richard Griffiuh>— in 
the 1950s at around age 65, a normal 
time for retirement and reflection, 
but far too early for Arthur Mayer.

MPs put seal on Mintoff reforms

The long-awaited reforms in ter- 
tiary education have at Inst been 
enacted by the Maltese Parliament 
which passed a new Education Act 
in July amending the existing 
major legislation of 1974. 

The chief effects are to promote 
the former Malta College of Avis, 
Science and Technology to become 
the “ New University ” alongside the 
existing and now “ old " one *, utul 
to institute the worker-student 
scheme which gives preference in 
ctuulkUuos Cor higher education who 
Rlremiy have jobs nnd are spon- 
sored by their employer in consulta- 
tion with their trade union. 

The reforms had been revealed 
piecemeal and rarher vaguely by 
vurious m embers of Mr Dam 
Min luff's Labour (Juvcnuueiir over 
n period of several immilis bill were 
first spelled out last June in a draft 
Bill appended to a brief explana- 
tory White Paper I THES, July 7). 

In sharp contrast to the leisurely 
progress up to iliac point, the Bill 
was passed through Parliament very 
swiftly, with the first reading on die 
same clay the White Paper was pub- 
lished, leaving little 
for public discussion.

Rather than academic the word 
is intellectual. New York's literary 
and intellectual demi-monde so 
often gives the impression of an 
intiniute chili that talk of nlienatiou 
and apartness seems at best mis- 
placed, at worst a put-on. Yet the 
comfort with which the New York 
intellectuals of toduy inhabit the 
world of academe and the high- 
toned magiudnea can lead to under- 
estimation of underlying Insecuri- 
ties. Irving Howe, like Daniel Bell, 
is a poor. boy made good through 
effort. It is an issue of which Irving 
Howe Is particularly aware, the 
niore so since it poses questions of 
absorption and intellectual con- 
formity. 

“What has actually been raking 
place ", he once wroLe in Dissent, 

is the absorption of large numbers 
of intellectuals previously Indepen- 
dent into tho world of government 
bureaucracy and government com- 
mittees; into the constantly grow- 
ing industries of pseudo-culture ; 
into the adult education business 
which subsists on regulated culture 
oncxdety ”. 

He and his contemporaries were 
sucked up by the massive expansion 
of higher education in the United 
States after the Second World War, 
pulled from marginal writing jobs 
into secure faculty positions: the 
phenomenon marked a tremendous 
change in the life chances of Ameri- 
can dissenters. “ People like myself 
and others — Harold Rosenberg, Wil- 
liam Phillips, Lionel Abel, Irviug 
Kris tod, others who did not have the 
standard academic equipment . . . 
we didn’t do graduate work. . . it 
would have been completely out of 
the question before me war to get 
a job in a university — n good job 
or a bad job. 

“ With the expansion of the uni- 
versities, everyone wanted a house 
maverick or a real maverick ; wan- 
ted to have his colourful intellec- 
tual, who was wanted for his *bril- 
liance ' rather than scholarship, and 
so such people found themsclvos 
employment in universities.”

This is the movement Edward 
Sliils bus characterized as that 
“from periphery to cent re’ 1 , and 
in the 1940s nnd 1950s It meant 
for many intellectuals, Howe among 
them, a movement away from Marx- 
ism to forms of democratic socialism 
and variants of liberalism. A note 
of uostalgia for lost youths, first 
wives, and the days of political 
certitude often sounds, and Irving 
Howe is no exception. In an essay 
in the early 1960s he wrote of sus- 
tained political involvement then 
seeming abstract or unlikely to mo6t 
American intellectuals, taken up as 
they were with (> narcissism, lucra- 
tive busywork, exhibitionism, com- 
petitiveness. all . related to an 
affluent but insecure culture”. 

This ‘note of pessimism abou). 
American culture sounds through- 
out his work. In the 1940s and 
1950s he was associated with that 
flowering of criticism of “ mnss cul- 
ture”, imbibed through radio, tele- 
vision, and tho films, now best 
remembered in the essays of 
Dwight MacDonald and Bernard 
Rosenberg. Nowadays It manifest 
itself In a lingering doubt about 
mass communications, art and 
literature. 

" Literary criticism doesn’t seem 
to have the vitality that It did a 
couple of decades ago. It dojtsn i 
seem to attract the strong Feelings 
that it used to. possibly because 
young people now don’t turn to 
literature in general as much. 

The Angst in Irving Howe and his 
contemporaries not only contains a 
very Important Indigenous element, 
but It borrows from tiie literature 
of the whole world— especially Rus- 
sia. He notes somewhere a friend 
asking Incredulously whether Che-

In that wonderfully coloured 
account, which Ikls become some- 
thing uf a bestseller, Irving Howe 
describes Lite well-known move or 
intnilgrum Jews from Ellis Island 
to Cherry Street and East Broadway 
in Manhattan. 

Looking back to the 1940s nnd 
1950s Irving Howe amplifies this 
notion of arrival nnd strangeness. 
In an er-say in the Yule Review he 
writes for young would-be 

writers growing up in a Jewish slum 
in New York ar Chicago during tho 
1920s and 1930s, tiie main figures of 
American literature, as well as the 
main legends and myths carried 
through their fictions and stories 
were not immediately available. 
What could Emerson mean to n boy 
or girl on Rivington Street in 1929, 
hungry for books, reading voraci- 
ously, hearing Yiddish at home, vet 
learning to read, write and think 
in English ? Whut could the tradi- 
tion of Am erican ro man t icism, 
surely our maiu tradition, mean to 
them ? ” 

In that essay lie answers the 
question through an examination of 
writers like Saul Bellow, Bernard 
Mnlamud and Bernard Schwartz 
and their mixtures of “ glitter 
vividness and university refine- 
ment But for the original genera- 
tion of New York intellectuals the 
synthesis coud take the form of a 
kind of arrogance, contempt for 
“ mass culture ”, a gnawing sense 
of exclusion, and, often, political 
extremism. 

Professor Howe says: “The first 
intelligentsia in America probably 
arose in the 1930s and was essen- 
tially Jewish in character, the sons 
und daughters of immigrants, as I 
nra the son of immigrants, and con- 
nected with the radical upsurge, 
with the left-wing movement of the 
time. Such people, I think, had 
an acute sense of their margin ality, 
which didn’t necessarily mean 
mod oil. v either." 

, At (i certain point, of course, that 
nuirainnlity diminished: the New 
York publications of today. Copi- 
mcntm\ the Nm York Reuicui of 
Books , the New York Times Bonk 
Review, seem scarcely peripheral. 
Yet In Irving Howe's terms intel- 
lectual life lucks the centred ness it 
once had. In uddition, the cost of 
Dissent's remaining radical and 
independent Is, within the culture 
of American politics, power lossncss 
nnd n certain sterility. 

Dissent came Into being W the 
years of McCarthy and not long 
after the execution of Ethel nntl 
Julius Rosenberg, the atom unitors 
— [lie .demonstrations against which, 
incidentally, show how much New 


tinn, planning and the diminution uf 
corporate power. 

Unlike the New Left of the 1960s, 
the Dissent group has always kept 
faith with Inlxmi’ nml believed in 
the progressive potential of the 
American trade union movement. 
Irving Howe has said : ” I nin com- 
mitted (<i the ’coalition approach * 
suggested by Bayard Rust in and 
Mi clinc-1 Harrington ; it proposes a 
loose and intermittent association 
of the major progressive farces in 
the country — labour, Negro, liberal, 
church groups, intellectuals, stu- 
dents — In order to wo-rk for current 
and intermediate goals.” 

Above all. Dissent has prided 
itself on political realism, if not 
active participation in compromis- 
ing pulitics. This has not stopped 
Professor Howe editing and nnmolo- 
(zing the writings of Trotsky and 


keeping up with the great debates 
of rhe theoretical left, on which he 
has contributed to the New York 
Review of Books to whose brother- 
hood of reviewers he has been 
restored. At its best, Dissent is 
full of anervus, understanding of 
current affairs. Profossor Howe’s 
preference for the form of the csBay 
shows this, the way It enforces 
economy, serving the critic us verso 
serves the poet is how he describes 
it. 

In form there is a kinship, still, 
between him and Irviug Kristol, 
academic commentator of the New 
Right and a contemporary. In his 
essuys in die Public Interest, Coin- 
men tary or for the WnH Street 
Journal, Kristol is sharp and provo- 
cative. In straining towards tiieory, 
as he has dona recently, be it of the 
malevolent New Class of education- 
ists and bureaucrats, or a justifying 
theory for modern capitalism, he is 
lugubrious. 

There is a French -influenced 
habit of judging intellectual figures 
by their contribution to theory. 
mcHnlug a sort of generalized 
scheme of things. It is a hubit to 
which Irving Howe — very American 
in this — is thankfully indifferent. 
For all his admiration of great 
teachers like Harold Bloom und 
Yvnr Winters, he has never been in 
or of a litm'ury school. IS wi* exclude

into a classic period and a period 
of decline since Eliot, Brecht and 
Kafka, has never striven for 
aesthetic regularities. Intellectuals 
are not the same as theoreticians. 

Asked to define intellectual, 
Irving Howe builds a nation around 
the idea of seif-consciousness. 
Habitually concerned with ideas, 
yes, but tha keynote is self-aware- 
ness against society with all its 
interests, compromises, illusion. The 
trouble is, tltat sounds anachronistic. 
Tho excitements of the New York 
debates of the intellectuals* classic 
era and the Vietnam years have 
evaporated. 

No longer Is there scope for any- 
thing like Irviug Howe's great 
debate with the Communist authori- 
tarian Isaac Deutscher on the merits 
of Boris Pasternak, literary nnd 
political. 

For Irving Howe you get the 
sense the 1970s are altogether too 
comfortable. His Marxism was 
abandoned three decodes ago, but 
is it not time now to scrap the 
notion of the self -aware and anxious 
Intellectual, leaving the New York 
intellectual denizens of the 1940s 
and 191U19 Mile rights, safely set up 


his churaeturiiatlon of Modernism iu what uow seems a gulden age ? 


York was tho capital of American 
dissent. (The diffuseness of protest 
during the Vietnam- War showed 
how much this had changed in « 
years.) Irving Hove lias described 
its founding: “When several of us

Dissent in 1953, it was n tacit pre- 
mise of our enterprise that the tra- 
ditional Marxist ideology even in 
the democratic anti-Stalimst version 
to which some of us had been 
attached was no longer tenable.” 
Since then the quarterly maga- 
zine has ploughed a course of verse, 
comment, articles* book and film 
reviews, aesthetically eclectic, but 
always politically on the left. - It has 
had little truck with Washington 
DC but sometimes approached the 
fringes of the Democratic Party 
from the left. It sometimes took 
some effort to keep going, as Irving 
Howe testifies. " An absolutely 
enormous task. We’re always broke, 
we're always going round with a 
tin cup. In the 25 years that we 
have edited the magazine it hasn't 

E nid a penny. Often we, the editors, 
ave had to chip in considerably

**\vhh Marvell the facts known mainly relate 
his public career and allow different intur- 

e ftaiions. What the poems disclose about 
. opinions und experiences Is not only 
controversial : it leaves out some essential 
■sneers of « man's personality and inner life. 
To me his very portrait is mute. Donne's 
effigies arc speaking pictures of his eloquent 
self but Marvell's inquisitive eyes look nut 
of an expressionless face with sensual lips 
which, like his conversation before strangers, 
betrav no secret. 

LeflOlils nnd Wullacc have traced the poet's 
political career und shown in different ways 
[hat his shifting attitudes were unsurprising 
in the circumstances. D. Smith places hi in 
lovong tlte Trimmers nnd to Isabel Rivers 
"unlike the revolutionary Milton or the con- 
servative Dry den Murvell hud no commit nient 
to an ideal nf political life 
The "Hiirathin Ode’' has been a bat tie - 
around for critics and historians. Tlte alleged 
contradict inn between reverence for Cltiirles 
and admiration f*» Cromwell luts been re- 
swred by Wallace : “ There is no reason 
10 suppose that « poet couhi not write un ode 
to Cromwell an d retain a profound regret for 
Charles's murder ". Yet the host of parallels 
offered for a willing compliance with " the 
forced Pow’r ” should not blind ns to n 
difference in approach and in tone. The 
Engagers argued for 11 the right to obey nil 
unlawful government in lawful thing " ; 
they spoke like cusuixts. Marvell is not cuit- 
cerited with justification of any sort. Neither 
the death of the " Royal Actor " nor tlte ruin 
of “ the great Work oF Time" call for a had 
conscience. Tlte strange power of the (hit- 
ties in the very fact that it does not engage 
emotions of pity, love or fear but only invites 
a controlled exultation in the display of 
power— " angry Heavens flume” nr tragic 
dignity on ” the memorable scene". The pnei 
is a detached spectator of history Ut the 
making who makes n dispassionate evaluation 
of character and destiny. 

Pierre Ugouis stressed Marvell’s religious 
and patriotic convictions : lie was always 
ready to welcome any rdgiine provided all 
Protestant! wfere safe and the greatness of 
England «woil ", To Wallace he was 
among the few . . . who believed titut

Marvell’s 
mind and 
mystery 

Professor Robert Ellrodt 
seeks to find a key to 
the persona] elusiveness 
of the poet Andrew 
Marvell, right, in his 
‘thinking mind’* 

But there is ns little evidence for the kind of 
chastity that must have been Crnslunv’s 
addressing bis wishes only tu “ bin (suppnscdj 
Minresse”. Leguuis assumed that "To his 
Cuy Mistress " sufficed in prove tltut Marvell 
was ut least once in love — body and soul — with 
a real live mistress. The final lines do cun- 
vey tile breathless urgency of physical pHV>ioit, 
but a passion that seeks no more il.'.m the 
spending of sexual energy. 

There is only one other in vital inn to love, 
the slight lyric “ Anietns 11 ml Tbcsiylis ". fn 
"The Match ”, “The Definition nr Love” and 
“ The Unfnrtunure Lover" the poet seems to 
he more interested in the hyperbolical or 
emblematic expression nf love titan in the 
passion itself. Love conventions are handled 
in n semi-burlesque tvuy in “ Mourning " mid 
“Duplinis and Chloe", and the Mower poems 
are moru concerned with Nature titan 
juve. In tlte other pastoral poems liiinuni hive 
is rejected, as in tin. dialogues, m- exrliidi-.l, 
as in ” The Giiriiun” mill " Mpmi Applctun 
House ". The exclusion of *' lust " uml woman- 
hood is no less conscious In “ Young Love " 
mu! “ The Picture of LUriu TC The variety 
L.egmils claimed for Marvell ns n love pool 
cannot he found in n wide raitgu of inouds. 
cunipiirnble to Donne's, but only in the diver- 
sity of literary motifs and art forms. 

It is tempting, indeed, to consider Marvell 
ns n poet mainly interested in the craft or 
poetry. When Lolshumn offered a profusion 
of purullols with Latin, ncn-Lniln nnd Remiis- 
sunco pouts be only confirmed T. 5. Klim's, 
terse description of Marvell's host verse ns 
“ the product of Europena, tlAtt is to suy Latin, 
cult urc 

Yet if Marvell is to be thought of ns a 
literacy prtist mainly concerned with sur- 
passing what bad boeii done before, why was 
lie so little solicitous about what lie himself 
hail achieved? Croshaw mid Vaughan had 
their poems printed in their life-lime. George 
Herbert left the decision to Nicholas Ferro r 
but he mutt huvo known his friend was 
unlikely to “burn'' his "Temple". TIiourIi 
he sometimes affected the pose of the gentle- 
man who does not condescend to print, 
Donne projected an edition of Ills poems in 
1614. Lovelace prepared bis poents for pub- 
lication while in prison. Marvell apparently 
took no steps cither to let his lyrics come 
into print or to preserve them for post- 
humous publication. Can this attitude be 
reconciled with the " professionalism " empha- 
sized by Rosalie Colie and others ? 

Longing for purity 

if Marvell wrote his non -poll deal poems 
only to please himself or a narrow circle it 
docs argue a genuine delight in poetry for 
its own soke, but the kind of delight that will 
lead an amateur poet tn write as ho chooses 
and therefore tn betray his own inclinations 
even when seeking to excel bis predecessors. 
On this assumption rested my earlier attempt 
to build out of recurrent associations a 
coherent pattern for Marvell’s world of 
imagination. 

I sttfl feel there is a natural hmmorw 
between a number of distinctive features. The 
foreground vision, microscopic nnd cosmic. 
The preference for coW materials and con- 
cealed liquids. The rejection of "passions 
heat". The obvious attraction to girls too 
green Yer for Lust, but not for Love”. The 
persistent opposition of the world of plants 
and innocence and the world of woman and 
experience. The keen delight in rite luscious- 
ness of fruit and the sweetness of flowers as 
a substitute for the gratification of the sexual 
instinct. The recurrence of these predilections 
is, I think, responsible, no less than Marvell s 
command of style and rhythm, for the unique- 
ness of his poems. 1 , 

There is a correspondence between such 
modes oF sensibility and the poet’s longing for 





purity, as well ns his cmpluisJs on the dual 
nature of ntuit. The I neurit at in 11 was tile 
central mystery for Donne in his prnfuiic and 
religious poems uliku : he thought of the 
spirit end the senses in tonus of conjunction. 
Only an over-ingenious and misguided search 
for allegorical meanings can turn Mur veil’s 
poems into emblems nf Chrmiun mystc-ries. 

Due should also reft din from erecting a 
philosophical superstructure over poems of 
lyric grace and witty playfulness. Rccause of 
i-licir allusive ness it Inis pm veil easy to read 
into this " light Mosuick " whatever “ Pliancy 
weaves" (“Appleton", I, XXII CL Of late, 
indeed, philosophical criticism Inis set ope its 
cataract* and it tuuy bu urgent to retire from 
the flood of learned commentaries. 

Some of Marvell’s poems are undoubtedly 
suffused with Plutonic ideas. It docs not mean 
that riicir author was deeply rend in Plato 
nr Plotinus (not to speak of Hermes or St 
Bonu vcnttira) or was under the tutelage of 
ihu Cambridge Platon is ti. When I spoke nf 
nn unresolved conflict between un “ascetic 
Platonic idealism" and n sensuous “ Edenic 
Ideal" (a conflict often found in the Platonic 
tradition), I only intended to relate some 
formal failures of Marvell's poetry with 
fundamental forms of thought. 

The substitution nf sharp antithesis for the 
Incnruai Ion-like paradoxes cultivated bv 
Donne and George Herbert is not a mere 
change of style. The cleavage between sense 
and spirit nUt» invited a comniirvson between 
the- Mrinrlni'CK nf the pout's iiivj gliv.il bin and 
CurLustilii dualism . Uui »ulv the discovui v m 
(inniistakablo odious would justify the too 
confidunt assertion thut* Murvell in "The 
Gulden" is "playing with the fascinatingly 
new mid rudical concepts nf Duscnrles". 

.The error of nUMiy criric* tuny hnve con- 
sisted in raking Marvell's poetry loo seriously 
or ion lightly, nn error the poet himself never 
Comm it ted when dealing with n subject, as 
T. S. Eliot observed. The sanest critics now 
seem to agree that historical, plilhwoplncnl 
nnd religious overtones ore "not meant to 
sitpplv nuni'licr levol of significance ptumUul 
tn, 01 expressed thrmivh, the I It oral surface 
meaning bur to Intensify that “ meaning . 
“Siitiu* of them, however, In their insistence 
nn tlte presence of "an enormous back- 
ground of thought and of^ enuithmal ussocta- 
tion ” still rend ta nverfrcielit ilie pilot’s pin- 
nace "Willi wares which would siitko 
admiration". ..... , , 

The" plov attitude" stressed by Wernke Is 
an aspect of Marvell's self -const- jousnoss. His 
pvculiur irony, more objective thiin Donne s, 
often lies in the perception nf contrasts 
between words or attitudes and actual feel- 
ings. It dissolves the false appearances of 
passion and this cool exposure of the empty 
violence or solemnity of speech and ‘gesture 
— obvious in the parting words of Dapntus or 
ihe closing image of " Mourning ", — even 
seems to cast a doubt oil rhe reality oF an 
inner life whose "bottom" one may not 
" sound ", , „ . , 

Marv&D's "Puritan inwardness has been 
proclaimed but Jii9 prose and poetry do a«t 
show rite kind of Belf-intt>rest and selwtnaJy- 
sis so cfiaracteristic of Donne and George 
Herbert. Ha' 00 doubt ' ^ndemiie . the.' man 
“ Wko exjjos'd td oUhtTS Ey’s, Ttito 3tfs osvn 
Heart ne’r pty*s”. But his own bean is not 
Herbert’s "Busio enquiring heart", nor 
Donne's "naked thinking heart". 

Even when lie calls up ail rhe temptations 
that besiege the “Resolved Soul” he des- 
cribes the pleasures offered, assorts ills moral 
resolution out does not convey the hesitations 
or the strain of a so-ul Lit conflict. When lie 
sucks to "define” love, what is defined is 
the dramatic situation riUhor titan the pas- 
sion : envious Fete preventing the lovers' 
union- When the poet opens his soul to Clara, 
he only presents her with a gallery" ot 
paintings. In the Mower poems we have 0 
reflection of tike passions in the landscape 
and indicidents. In “ Upon Appleton House ’’ 
we mainly hoar a spectator and commentator. 

"Christianity", Marvell observed' in The 
Rehearsal Transposed, "has obi iced men 
to very hard duties, and ransacks their 
very thoughts.” As a Protestant he vvns 
bouud to be aware of the daggers of self- 
deception. The deceitfulness of man’s heart 
hail -been stressed by Calvin. Daniel Dyke's 
The Mystery of Self-Decclving was published 
in 1A15 and showed the convergence of the 
rellyiaus and' profane interest in self-know- 
ledgti, since it drew on both the Confessions 
of Augustine and the Epistles of Seneca.

The Innguiige 
may lie Plutonic but the living emotion is 1 lie 
in tu it inn described in our own days hy ,|e.ni- 
Paul Sartre : “ rhe world must be revealed 
through the lie loved — he makes n world 
spring into being . . . Instead of being un 
abject perceived against the background of 
the world, he is himself tin- background 
ugftiwsv which this world sunuls." 

Marvell Is also intensely uwaic of rim 
world, but the world is only a .setting in 
“To his Coy Mistross” and in “The Defini- 
tion of Lovu " irs oxnanso defeats the union 
of tlic lovers. It is only in solitude and in tlte 
contemplation of rhe Rurraundjag scene that 
an original Intuition of rite world as repre- 
sentation emerges — the world enclosed in tile 
sphere of consciousness. 

The famous line's nn "The Mind, that 
Ocenn where each kind /Does straight irs own 
resemblance find " express in the context 
of rhe poem Marvell’s living awareness of 
rite inferiority of perception. Traliornc later 
described tlte same experience when writing: 
“ And v vry Object In my Soul u Thought/ 
Degot, or was - . .’’ (“My Spirit”). And, 
since the world is seated in the mind hy rho 
very net of perception, the creations or tlia 
mind will he ns reul as the reflected world: 
Yet It creates, transcending these.

What was really new and 
original in tl.'e seventeenth century was the 
way In which some minds began to exercise 
rheir reflexive faculty iu the contemplation nf 
the outer world- The "reflex act" Is then 
110 more than the awareness of perceiving ail 
natural objecis as objects of the mind. 

With Marvell thin kind of introspect too al- 
lowed a simultaneous involvement in and 
detachment from Nature, and the world uf the 
souses. He could indulge in a KeaisLan "life 
of sensations ’’ and yet retire into a “thought", 
since sensations could also be apprehended as 
"ideas" of tl/e mind in the Lockean sense. 
Reflection would show Min the vanity of men’s 
labours “ to win the Palm, the Oke, or Bay*” 
and yet allow his Involvement in the world oP 
action since, in the service of Cromwell and 
later In Parliament, he could remain, “in 
bnsie Companies of Men *’ as in retirement, u 
detached observer of the social and political 
scene. Thus the poet’s awareness of his think- 
ing mind may prove a key to the mystery of 
iris personality.

of public services in many countries 
mid the educational partnership 
patiently developed between Church 
and State in Britain now plays a 
very significant part in the muku-iip 
up of our society. 

The voluntary colleges were not 
included in the Oakes terms of 
reference. However, in doing little 
more than pointing out the need to 
da something about them the 
report leaves the voluntary colleges 
in a very vulnerable position, in 
ihe ratio nalisution of teacher edu- 
cation und the jockeying for posi- 
tion by (he new colleges of higher 
education, the voluntary bodies suf- 
fered badly. The souther societies 
lost most of their significance and 
the Church of England most of its 
colleges. Whatever the outcome of 
the Oakes* deliberations the volun- 
tary bodies must now look carefully 
at the future. 

At one level this raises ihe whole 
question of the nature of voluntary 
action in out' society today and in 
particutav the extent to which the 
Church and related voluntary bodies 
can eutd should play a part In the 
process .oE social change.

Possible tasks come to mind very 
quickly : improving u-achur educa- 
tion ; better provision fur ihe handi- 
capped and deprived in the post 
Wornock era ; approaches to com- 
lmutlly education and comm unity 
development which give meaning 10 
modern urban life l finding satis- 
factory occupational training in the 
la co of growing structural unemploy- 
ment, especially among ihe young:

No one is suggesting dial only 
the voluntary colleges cun or should 
consider and tackle such issues, ihe 
very apposite in fact, just that they 
form a particularly responsive and 
flexible element in our post school 
educational system, which history 
has shown can play a very valuable 
innovative role. Plans and projects 
taking up some of the lines men- 
tioned above are already under way.

Understandably when caught in 
Lite type of crossfire evident at 
Oakes meetings even Hie most 
reflective of officials becomes 
attracted to arguments about limit- 
ing the numbers of institutions with 
which he has to deal, and hypothe- 
ses about economies of scale and 
size reflecting quality. Yet given the 
recent experience in rite economy ns 
a whole, let alone higher education, 
civil servants and politicians should 


he examining such ideas very critic- 
ally indeed. 

This highlights a critical feature 
of the voluntary sector; it may luck 
political punch hut hy the same 
1 nken it is not so subject to the coin- 
pclilive instincts miw beginning to 
distort Hie development of higher 
education. It offers a valuable inde- 
pendent viewpoint ; a unique con- 
trol experiment explicitly r. invented 
with human utucunies rather than 
itvaiLiiiiiiiinl ones. This may sound 
piniis hut it is better challenged than 
forgotten, if they update the aims 
nf the foundations, then the volun- 
tary colleges can provide a critique 
of tho system of which they arc 
part, helping tn maintain within it 
despite till the pressures for unifor- 
mity and efficiency, key concerns 
fiir immnit welfare, and the links 
between morality and truth. 

As Robert Wuddiugton, the Secre- 
tary of the Church of England 
Bonn! of Education, lias emphasized, 
to justify their existence the volun- 
tary college* must become involved 
in the process of change. As the 
myth of the value-free academic 
institution fades and the competing 
n m ure of ideas and goals become 
clear, the voluntary colleges must 
be prepared to bring their light 
from behind its bushel and risk 
having it blown out. but surely in 
a society still committed ns far as 
possible tn principles of academic 
freedom they should be given Lhclr 
chance.

The government is worth a pnt 
on the back also in ita declared 
Intention to make the new channel 
freer than die others, to require 
impartiality but not balanco and so 
on.

We are on the whole on happier 
ground with the proposed Open 
Broadcasting Authority. It is, 1 
repeat, amazing that a government 
—above all one quite near a general 
election — would be willing to opt 
for It. The committee deserves 
credit, and so do those outsiders 
who lobbied them. They have opted 
for pluralism and. diversity against 
many contrary forces : against some 
the unions who— es I deeply 
;ret— did not see beyond their 
active noses, not only to the 
beet needs of broadcasting in itself 
but also to the pest long-term possi- 
bilities for their members. Instead, 
they settled for short-term protec- 
tive attitudes : let ft go to OBA and 
so give more work, and more im- 
mediate work, to our existing mem- 
bers. One can see how they arrived 
at that position without sharing It.

matter, /ri though ibis is an under-

"natural” transformations towards 
higher forms of life, or merely a 
temporal succession of events. 
Here as In discussions ot the mean- 
ing of "life” or of "laws of 
nature ”, there was subtle and 
prolonged negotiation about the 
exact definitions and implications

And, just as important, historians of 
science must be willing to try their 
hands at serious, non-technical 
syntheses if their concerns are to 
reach a wider audience.

reveal the physicochemical laws of 
life.

“responsible” and "calm”. When 
one discovers that "vitalists” aro 
in the “shrill” camp while 
" mechanists” are in the other, one 
begins to feel suspicious. . This sug- 
gests there may have beeu a failure 
to understand those imperatives 
and beliefs which differ from ours. 
Coleman further implies that "res- 
ponsible” scientists are those who 
came to their work free from social.

A distinguished critical 
literature has been the result,

Ii would he invidious to push 
such disagreements too fur. Un- 
certainties arc deliberately embed- 
ded in Mallariud’s procedures, so 
that die most valuable work of 
interpretation is likely to rest on 
objective discoveries about the pro- 
cedures themselves.

Self-imposed exile

Bu hud’s recent highly acclaimed 
adaptation of La Fcmtne et le 
Paulin, tantalizingly renamed That 
Obscure Object of Desire and Dnvid 
Hamilton's equally tantalizing if 
somowhui blutuutly commercial 
photographic essay and film, Ililitis 
are sufficient proof that Louys’s 
works still retain a certuin fascina- 
tion. 

The same, unfortunately, ennnot 
be said for Lou Vs tho man. In fair- 
ness, Lout's himself must bo held 
largely responsible for tbo neglect 
Into which lie lias fallen. Cubaipulted 
into the limelight in die mid 1890s, 
when lie aclucvcd a succds dc 
scandqle . with his A first novel. 
Aphrodite, (OScar Wilde is reputed 
to have ostentatiously brandished a 
copy at his trial) he subsequently 
turned his buck on success and its 
financial rewards, retiring to tbo 
seclusion of a vast house in the 
I'nrisiiiu suburbs where Jie died 
some 25 years luter without having 
explained his enigmatic withdrawal 
from the literary arena. Thereafter, 
most of his personal papers and 
letters were indiscriminately sold 
at auction to meet the debts in- 
curred duriug his lifetime. Ten 
years afier his death, virtually 
nothing remained of a man who 
deliberately and Inexplicably with- 
drew into oblivion. 

So it is understandable that until 
now no serious full-length account 
of LouVs's life lias been attempted. 
Likewise, such tentative portraits 
as have been undertaken hove too 
often roiled upon contemporary 
anecdotes, reminiscences and simple 
gossip, producing that lifeless 
vignette so frequently encountered 
in tho numerous literary histories 
of the period. 

In this timely and welcome 
biography, obviously the fruit of 
nmoh patient research. Professor 


Clive ha^ largely, if not completely, 
dispensed with such notoriously 
suspect sources. From a mass of 
li tile -known or hitherto unpublished 
material — of which the most 
important are letters to Andre 
Gide and important extracts from 
die two rare catalogues of dtu sale 
of Louy&’s letters to Ills brother, 
Georges — he lias painstakingly 
fashioned a readable account of u 
fascinating life which will interest 
the general render as much as the 
specialist. 

After a rather sketchy account 
of Lmiys’s childhood, Clive closely 
examines Louys’s morbid adoles- 
cence, showing how, fired by a 
quasi-mystical ideal, he deliberately 
cultivated the young Gide, Valery 
and Debussy while earning the 
esteem of elders like MuHarmA, 
Heredia, Oscar Wilde and Kugnjer. 

In uhe second part of this section, 
spanning tho years 1896-19(11, he 
discusses Louis's literary activities 
while delving deep into Ids complex 
oniotional entanglements with the 
Heredia daughter* (inter alia) 
which, along with the betrayal of 
his ideal, drove him to u self-imposed 
exile- This deeply moving lu i man 
tragedy is followed by a brief 
account of the remaining years 
dogged by increased mental and 
physical strain heightened by tho 
loss of his brotiior un<| divorce lVt» in 
his wife. 

A vni lability of material has 
clearly dominated this study. The 
book Is sontowliat uneven. Special- 
ists might object that the narrow 
approach stresses rhe personal life 
at Lhe expense of Important literary 
friendships. Relations with Gide 
were surely more complex than is 
suggested and more could have been 
made of die friendship with Vuldry. 
Debussy too Is somewhat summarily 
dismissed. 

But these are minor flaws in what 
remains a considerable acliicvemcnt. 
Clive deserves our thanks for reveal- 
ing a fascinating life that will surely 
produce further argument and 
research.

To be sure, in his useful, though 
hardly entertaining, account of the 
historical development of inter- 
national law (that is. United 
Nntions* resolutions) regarding the 
status of secessionist self- 
determinism Buchheit is .sufficiently 
honest to recognize the limits to 
any unambiguous position imposed 
by other fundamental principles 
and practical considerations. He 
also writes quito perceptively nn 
the failure of theory significantly 
to influence practice In tho policies 
of the major powers, especially the 
Soviet Union. Yet lie continues 
perversely to Insist — hy way of 
justifying his hook — that u new, 
mare precise formulation is in 
sonic- m-iisl- cnlli'ti fur, as iIuhirIi 
its absence were u contributory 
factor to secessionist claims and 
international disorder rather than 
a prerequisite for the ninirUciiunco 
of what little regulatory influence 
the United Nntions currently 
possesses. 

One might, I suppose, treat Buell- 
lieit’x continuous references to (lie 
international community as mere 
metaphor and his hook ns primarily 
an cxcrciso in moral philosophy. 


Considered as such, It raises (as ii 
could hardly full to do) inntiy inter- 
esting questions and dilemmas. Bui 
its conclusion serves little purpose 
other than to demonstrate the ulti- 
mate sturllitv of a crude utllitur I an- 
ism. Buchheit writes: 

It would seem possible to fashion 
a scheme wlicrebv the Institution 
of the existing state will be res 
peeled, unless to do so v>; lu con- 
tribute to mare imcinfli' -mil dis- 
lianiiony than would result from 
legitimating die separation uf a 
component group.

Myopia on part-time study 


The commitment of universities to 
part-lime education is not, of 
tourse, so slight ns the figures given 
recently to Or Keith Humpsun, MP 
by the Department of Education 
and Science suggest. These figures 
gj ve a misleading impression 
because they cover only part-time 
degree courses, not u|] part-time 
courses. 

There may be only 3,812 study- 
log part-time for degrees hut there 
are almost 100 times that mini her 
who benefit from university edu- 
cation yet are not full-time under- 
graduate or postgraduate students, 
according to the universities' con- 
tinuing education i'(.‘C0rd. Nor is it 
really fair to exclude the Open 
University with its 55,000 students 
vho are all, of course, part-time. So 
tong as the Opc-n University pro- 
vides such an excellent service tn 
part-timers it Is hardly surprising 
that the demand fnr part-time 
degrees at the more traditional 
universities is so modest. 

Dr flampsott really asked the 
wrong question. Ry confining his 
Interest to part-time degree courses 
be showed just how imprisoned he 
was by the same myopic and tradi- 
tional assumptions us the universi- 
ties lto was accusing. Fart -time 
degrees are only a tiny part of the 
universe of recurrent education. 
Indeed some would not even grant 
them dtat: they would instend re- 
gard them ns an insignificant adap- 
tation of traditional, full-time de- 
grees. 

There is some forco in this argu- 
ment. The idea of on honours de- 
gree (or indeed any degree) is port 
of a iradlttonul model of hlghcr 
educatlon. It seems unlikely that 
such sustained, rigorous and struc- 


tured courses will remain the 

(inniimiiu pattern of learning in a 
.system of muss posi-schuol educa- 
tion when a “ cafeteria " style of 
episodic and unstructured student 
choices may come more into Its 
own. 

To see the creation of a pattern 
uf recurrent education for the 
f mures in terms of the expansion 
(»1 purt-i:iiiie ilegiuc shkIuiiIs i-s 
quite wrong. Indeed any uuenipL 
to equate, even by Imprecise im- 
plication, the progress of recurrent 
education with the increase in Hie 
number of part-time degrees could 
have unfortunate results. 

First, it might erode the value nF 
the degree as a period of disciplined 
study and so damage the existing 
quality of higiier education. Second 
it might discourage the first-genera- 
tion students on the fringes of post 
school education who would not be 
attracted by a pattern of education 
which to them would still seem 
fairly traditional and perhaps irre- 
levant. Third, it might encourage 
the nuive belief that the only 
obstacle on the road to the utopia 
nf recurrent education was the 
conservatism nf the universities. 

Ill fact, of course, as Dr Ilamn- 
son’s own unconscious myopia 
demonstrates the obstacles are much 
greater. Model E and all that it 
stands for is not empty rhetoric, as 
in too many of the almost 200 
replies sent to the DES in reply ro 
!' Higher Education into the 1990s" ; 
hut nor is it a small change in 
emphasis, whether this is achieved 
painlessly hy padding the figures in 
the universities' continuing educa- 
tion record or with a little effort by 
increasing the number of part-time 
degree students.

In the ]S60s the pressure of a 
rising birthrate acted ns the loco- 
motive nf progressive change in 
higher education. Ir looked until 
very recently as if the pressure of a 
rolling birthrate would accomplish 
the same end in titc 1980s. If this 
fall is only to he temporary, and 
so a lew effective guail, some new 
locomotive for change will have to 
he found. 

The third wrong conclusion, nf 
course, would be for the Depart- 
muni of Ediicutiun and Science, 
to decide in tic the resources for 
higiier education more closely to tlie 
switchback of demography. 

Neither side should plfty the 
demography game because neither 
side can win it. It has tlie same 
potential and the same limitations 
us the manpower game that was so 
popular in the lute 1960s and early 
1970s. What is badly needed is n 
shift from negative descriptive 
planning tn positive prescriptive 
planning, the abandonment of re- 
fined futurolngy and its replace- 
ment by n firm commitment tn 
build a system of higher education 
that serves nil, not only young 
udltita front Its- most privileged 
classes.

Suoh a task daman ds tiie exten- 
sive counselling and support sys- 
tems, innovatory course structures, 
and n on-educational buildings identi- 
fied by the DES. It also requires 
substantial funding and reference to 
some pioneering achievements- 

Serious doubt must be cast about 
the ability of the present .scheme to 
make any serious contribution to 
the developmeut of continuing edu- 
cation. If cx-perimentHCLoii is to 
take place a coordinated programme 
drawing cm existing expertise and 
forging sturdy links between adult 
education and universities, polytech- 
nics and higiier education Colleges 
is needed. 


Sir, — Tun Tlawmiii (TIILS, July 2H) 
has very much oversiuud the' holi- 
day entitlement fnr polytechnic lec- 
turers. O-ri-iiiily, NATE HE Im vv 
negotiated very favourable m mil- 
lions of service for polytechnic stuff, 
including a maximum uf 1.1 ur 1-4 
weeks' leave entitlement, and not 
20 us suggested by Haworth. 

Without doubt, a significant pio- 
poilidii of polytechnic lecturers take 
full advantage nf these conditions nf 
service. Others take far less than 
their full leave entitlement, due to 
their involvement in resc-urcii, in the 
supervision of research students 
lye* — we do have I’liD students 1 j, 
and in taking a share of the very 
considerable amount of routine 
administrative tasks which arise in 
any polytechnic department with a 
range of courses from postgraduate 
to part-time Higher National Certifi- 
cate. 

I would suggest that rhe work 
load of the average polytechnic lec- 
turer is very much like that of die 
average university lecturer. Perhaps 
I could outline my own working life 
over the past eight or nine years in 
n polytechnic. In addition to the 
basic teaching load, mainly at 
honours degree level, I have super- 
vised the work of five PhD students, 
published about 60 scientific papers, 
and acted as admissions officer for 
the HSc and IIND courses In this 
department. 

The latter involves me (and a con- 
siderable number of iny colleagues) 
in several hectic weeks’ work during 
Hie sununor holidays following the 
publication of A-level results. No 
six weeks uninterrupted holiday for 
us, in spito of what our conditions 
of service might say.

J. L. Austin 

Sir,— In his review of rhe cover of 
my bunk on J. L. Austin (77I/£5, 
July 21), Professor Bird evolves a 
rather chnrniing geographical 
theory of philosophical allcgiuncc. 
Austin was nt Oxford : Graham was 
nt London ; Graham was a 
“ thoroughly conscientious student " 
(sic) ; so Graham was taught to 
oppose Austin. Alas, no. When I 
was a student in Londuu there whs 
no great rush to juin Ernest Gcllncr 
ill his early and courageous 
stand against ordinary langunge 
philosophy. 

Reading the blurb is no substi- 
tute for reading the book. This 
shows up in other errors (which I 
assume Bird worked out for him- 


self in Stirling, uninfluenced by a 
recent review from a philosopher 
In Oxford). I do not condemn 


Austin’s pursuit of detail in general 
terms. 1 explicitly state (page 34) 
that one has to decide in particular 
cases, which I discuss In Inter chap- 
ters. It is not a main complaint 
against Austin that he was an 
empiricist. I describe the virtues, 
as well as die vices, of empiricism, 
and in the sense defined am an 


empiricist myself. I do not grudg- 
ingly concede merit to Austin’s 
work on speech acts. I describe it 


as suggestive and fruitful (page 1), 
and spend nearly a quarter of 'the 
book elaborating on it.

As a course tutor with responsi- 
bility fur 180 students, and with 
active research interests. I have 
never “ enjoyed " more than three 
weeks summer vacation (one of 
which is usually spent working for 
the Open University, which pays 
Mr llowarth's salary and very little 
to the part-time .staff on which ir 
depends). 

1 should like tn make two points 
rlmt I have learned from experience 
of teaching at all levels iu the 
■ public and university sectors. First 
that tile pressures of different res- 
ponsibilities vury in nature, but arc 
jhsl as strong fur a school teacher 
as for n lecturer in higher educa- 
tion. Second that the “ real salary 
> anomaly " is in the response tn 
those pressures of different indivi- 
duals employed at tlie same salary. 
Some work extremely hard, putting 
in effort far heynud their con- 
tractual obligations, whereas others 
do the absolute minimum, or less. 

There aro muuy university lec- 
turers wlin are not to be seen dur- 
ing the Long vacation, do no 
research and cure liulc for reach- 
ing ; there are others who maintain 
the highest standard* of the pro- 
fession. This is also true of teaching 
hi all levels in the public sector. 
( Incidentally, ii is duly V>y some 
vagary of tradition that we regard 


Thai is why, pace Professor Bird, 
and matters of tone aside, I uciually 
prefer Austin to Wittgenstein 
(Cantab).

for, soy, five years they would find 
relatively little change (cries of 
objection ? ) und that to achieve 
"success" as Professor Thody 
points out they are required to re- 
gurgitate in u lame, second-hand 
(and second-class) fashion, informa- 
tion which has been fed to them. 

It Is hardly surprising that so 
many spoil Jose their enr]y enthu- 
siasm and even in smalf groups 
lapse into either silence nr dulled, 
uncriticui murniurings, waiting, pen 
poised, for statements of what they 
think is absolute truth. Some 
departments and indeed some uni- 
versities recognize this as a problem 
of course and a encourage students 
by the extensive use of seminars, 
for example, in which papers are 
given and in some cases assessed, 
to participate at a basic level of 
instruction. 

The challenging and discussion 
which go an in Professor Thody’s 
coffee bar (lounge at Leeds) con 
then become the basic stuff of what 
our educationists would call a 
“ teaching situation ” and tlie library 
would be seen as a place where 
curiosity can, if not entirely at 
least in part, be satisfied. i 

In too many places, however. : 
such methods remain insufficiently 
explored.

In-scrvice value 

Sir,— -William Taylor iu his article 
“ The Value of In-Service Training " 
(TFIES t August ll) spunks of tho 
need lu ensure that teachers' (nulli- 
fications ore retilly wnrth having. 
Since the universities are titeir own 
guard tens of educational standards 
nno wonders If Dr Taylor is wagging 
an admonitory finger at the univer- 
sity fraternity in general, or 
whether he has in mind sonic In- 
stitutions or facilities or university 
teachers who have fallen from 
grace. 

I am reminded of a highly re* 
&] jcc red English- University which 
transmogrified most of its dipinma 
courses for serving teachers into 
degree courses without altering 
their contents — to Increase their 
appeal, no doubt. Or perhaps Dr 
Taylor was reflecting on the con- 
siderable Increase in the number 
of questionnaire MAs and PhDs 
that flow from tho departments and 
faculties of our universities, throw- 
ing on to the educational .'scone 
highly qualified people without 
benefit of disciplined study. 

Dr Taylor will know better than 
I most of us ho to much and in what 
ways university validated qualifica- 
tions, have changed. There Is talk 
of devaluation, of longer courses 
making I mb strenuous demands on 
teachers. Where do tho universi- 
ties stand on Ihe problems of main- 
taining standards? And are rhe. 
universities unaided capable of 
guardianship of standards? 

There are questions to be asked, 
paints to be raised, especially when* 
courses for serving teachers are 
under discussion. Perhaps otir uni- 
versity colleagues would consider 
widening the scope of consuitatinn 
on course content end validation. 
Or is that quite unthinkable even 
to a liberal-minded educationist; 
like Dr Toylor ?
